The  City  Treasui-er  sh.all  furnish  the  Bound- 
keeper  with  a book  in  which  the  Bound-keeper  shall 
enter  a description  of  every  animal  impounded  b}' 
him,  with  the  name  of  the  person  who  took  or  sent 
the  same  to  be  impounded,  the  day  and  hour  on 
which  the  animal  came  into  his  charge  as  Bound- 
keeper,  the  day  and  hour  on  which  the  same  was 
redeeme<l,  discharged,  or  otherwise  dealt  ■ndth  or 
di.sposed  of  ; the  name  of  the  person  and  the  amount 
paid  by  the  person  redeeming  the  animal,  or,  if  sold, 
the  name  of  the  purchaser,  the  amount  that  was  paid 
for  the  animal,  and  the  amount  of  the  expense  thereon, 
and  the  balance,  if  any,  reniiaining  over  and  above  the 
penalty,  allowance  and  expenses,  and  to  whom  the 
same  has  been  paid,  which  balance  (if  any)  shall,  prior 
to  making  the  return  to  the  auditor,  be  paid  over  to 
the  City  Treasurer. 

Sec.  (I  'I'he  Bound-keeper  shall  at  the  end  of  the 
month  make  a return  to  the  City  Auditor,  in  writing, 
comprising  the  abo<"e  information,  and  any  other 
information  he  or  the  auditor  may  deem  necessary, 
which  return  shall  be  verified  by  statutory  declaration 
of  the  Bound-keeper. 

Sec.  7.  The  Bound-keeper  shall  pay  over  to  the  City 
Treasurer  all  money  received  by  him  once  in  every 
month,  or  oftener  if  instructed  so  to  do,  and  shall  at 
all  times  produce  his  books  for  the  inspection  of  any 
member  of  the  Council,  or  the  Auditor,  or  the  Treas- 
urer, when  requested  so  to  do. 

Sec.  8.  No  horse,  ass,  mule,  ox,  bull,  cow,  cattle, 
swine,  hog,  sheep,  goat,  goose,  duck,  or  dog  (except  dogs 
registered  as  hereinafter  mentioned)  shall  be  permitted 
to  run  at  large,  or  trespass  in  the  city,  at  any  time,  or 
to  graze,  browse,  or  feed  upon  any  of  the  streets, 
squares,  lanes,  parks,  alleys,  or  public  places  of  the 
city,  or  upon  any  unfenced  lots,  or  unfenced  laud 
within  the  city  limits,  under  the  following  penalties 
against  the  owners,  or  keepers,  or  persons  having 


charge  of  the  same,  viz.  : 

For  each  horse,  ass,  mule,  ox,  bull,  cow,  or 

other  cattle .$2.00 

For  each  swine,  hog,  sheep,  or  goat,  or  other 

animal ..10 

For  each  dog,  or  goose,  or  duck .2.0 


.See.  9.  If  any  of  the  animals  mentioned  in  section  8 
of  this  By-law  (except  dogs  registered  as  hereinafter 
mentioned),  are  found  at  large,  or  trespassing  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  or  grazing,  browsing, 
or  feeding  upon  any  of  the  streets,  squares,  lanes, 
parks,  alleys,  or  public  places  of  the  s;iid  city,  or  iqion 
any  unfenced  lois  or  land  within  the  city  limits,  it 
shall  be  taken  by  the  Bound-keeper  or  his  assistant, 
and  driven,  led  or  carried  to  the  saitl  City  Bound,  and 
be  there  impounded,  and  it  shall  be  the  <luty  of  the 
Bouml-keeper  so  to  impound  such  animals.

.800.  II.  Any  jierson  or  jiersons  who  find  any  of  the 
animals  mentioned  in  section  8 of  this  by-law,  running 
at  large  or  tresjiassing  within  the  city  limits  in  contra- 
vention of  this  by-lav , may  drive,  load  or  carry  the 
said  animal  to  the  said  jiound,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Bonnd-keejter  to  rcci  ive  and  imjiound  the  same. 

.Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  and  con- 
stables of  the  jiolice  force  of  the  said  city,  whenever 
they  see  or  meet  any  of  the  animals  mentioned  in 
section  8 of  this  by-law  running  at  large,  or  tre.spassing 
within  the  city  limits  in  contravention  of  this  by-l.aw, 
or  whenever  t heir  attention  is  directeil  by  any  jierson 
to  any  such  animal  running  at  large  or  trespassing,  as 
aforesaid,  to  immediately  take  charge  of  such  animal, 
and  drive,  lead  or  cany,  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
driven,  led  or  carried  to  the  jiound.
